While he was still a newsboy he got a job at 


the gas "works. 


He looked into the heart of that gas house and 


gaw coal turning into gas. Then he tore back to 
the catalogue to find out, if he could, what the 
deuce made the thing happen. 


At twelve he was a newsboy. At twenty 


he was & gas engineer. As twenty-one he 
was made assistant to the manager of the 
Columbus plant—because he could do 
things men twice his age couldn't do. That 
was the first score in his game of success.
